O Mies ellett, Secretary, read the annua) re- 
port, which stated that the total contributions 
to the fund frem all sources amounted 
to £1 9s. 10d., of which the G.F.8. Fund 
contributed £148 le. 8d., the Emily Hearn 
Memorial Fund £22 16s. 6d., the “ Exchange” 
Fund £69, and the Industries Guild £16 7s. 8d. 
The Children’s Fund had received £473 16s. 2d. 
A sum of £129 lls. 8d. had also been received 
for special objects. 

Mr. William Chamney proposed the adoption 
of the report and re-election of ‘the Committee 
for the coming year, and, after paying a 
tribute to the services of Miss Jellett as Secre- 
tary, referred to the usefulness of the pen- 
sion fund, and aeked for support towards the 
funds of the mission. 

Rey. D. Green seconded the motion. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, in putting fhe 

motion, which was carried, congratulated the 
Committee on their report, on their energetic 

and on their own work. The work 

of the Chota Nagpur Mission was of the most 
enormous importance. India, he declared, 
would revert to heathenism unless they Chris- 
tianised the women of that country. Therefore 
they found an agency such as that mission doing 
most practical and most vital work in regar 
to the conversion of India. Their missionary 
schoole had been largely subsidwed by State- 
aided grants, but very shortly Indian nation- 
alism wold have succeeded in producing this 
effect—that from any echool in which State 
grante were to be given, every student would 
have the right to withdraw from religious 
instruction: It meant the -re-casting of 
their educational missionary policy, and there 
were two things that showed them plainly the 
extraordinary difficulties Ag t lay in front of 
missionary work in India ir mission. in 
Chota Nagpur district was one that worked on 
ovengeiieal. medical, and educational: methods. 
As to the evangelical side, he need say 7 
more than that it centred upon the person o 
the living Christ. As to the ‘medical side, it 
was enough to say that the horroré of so-called 
treatment, and not merely the horrors, but the 
absurdities, of many primitive peoples were so 

appalling that it was a work, quite apart from 
t e work of religion, of philanthropy to bring 
Western medical treatment to the doors of these 
people. As to the educational work, education 
was obviously a sine “é non of any success if 
their work was to be done without producing 
effectual results. He understood that theirs was 
the only section of the mission concerned with 
female education. in their particular district. 
They were aware of the tremendous advances 
made in their own countries in regard to female 
education. Similarly it must be in Indie. They 
had already women of Indian extraction taking 
degrees in lew and medicitie, and it was a sign 
to them that an enormous pin am lay before their 
students to advance themselves by means of 
education. His Grace, in conclusion, exp 
a hope that they would strengthen the pension 
fund, and alluded with regret to the death of 
Mrs. Hayes, who always took the deepest in- 
terest in the work of the Auxiliary, and whose 
work on earth ended a few days ago. 

Dr. Caroline O'Meara, who is home on fur- 
lough from the miseion, then gave an interest- 
ing address dealing with the work of the 


mission in the Chota Nagpur district, the cus-} 


toms and peculiarities of the people, ‘and em- 
phasised the necessity for further missionaries— 
male and female—and greater financial support 
to enable the work to be continued with more 
zeal and enthusiasm. 

The proceedings concluded with the Arch- 
bishop pronouncing the Benediction.

CHARGES AGAINST YOUNG ‘MAN.

Charges of having written a letter containing 
information relating to the movements of His 
Majesty’s troops, and having in his possession 
at 37 Rathmines road, on January 11,. docu- 
ments containing information regarding mili- 
tary movements were made at a Field Genera! 
Courtmartial at North Dublin Union yesterday 
against John Kavanagh, a young man, wih. re- 
fused to recognise the jurisdiction of the Court. 

Witness A said that, with others, he raided 
37 Rathmines road on January 11. When he 
entered the first floor room the agcused dashed 
for the fireplace, but witness intercepted him 
and ordered him back. There was no fire, but 
in the grate ha found some torn green paper, 
on which was writing in red ink. He pieced 
them together. The letter produced in Court 
waa the one he found. 

The letter mentioned referred to the appear- 
ance of military patrols and certain officers 
in motor cars in the district of Rathmines. 

Cross-examinéd by accused, A said that at the 
time of the raid Le (accused) was not wearing 
an overcoat. 

B corroborated the story of A regarding 


the raid, but said, in cross-examination, that, 
the accused was wearing an overcoat. He found 
on the accused a pocket-book containing what 
appeared to be motor car numbere. 

é declared he heard accused admit that the 
letter was in his writing, that he belonged to 
the I.R.A., that he had been on patrol duty, 
and had handed his reports io a man named 
Parague. 

Accused—Where did you hear me say I 
handed ‘reports to a man named Farague? I 
never heard that name before. 

C~-You said that in the room when interro-

Kevanagh, reviewing the evidence given 
against lim, pointed to a contrediction in the 
statements of A and B regarding his clothes. 
He then essayed a general statement on his 
own behalf.

Ie it to show to the I.R.A. that you 
were doing your duty as a soldier? 

““ Yes,” said accused.» He then told the Court 
that he had not given any information when 
interrogated by the raiders.

witnesses who saw me in the Castle when I was 
leaving the examination room.’

GREEK PREMIER'S CLAIMS. 

After a preliminary meeting at 10 Downing 
street. yesterday morning, of the heads the 
British, French, Italian, and Japanese ates, 
the first session of the London Confefence was 
held at St. James’s Palace last - evening. it 
lasted, with an adjournment for tea, over three 
hours. Subsequently the following official 
communiqué was issued—" The representatives of 
the British, French, Italian, and Japanese Go- 
vernments, accompanied by their military and 
political advisers, met at 4 p.m, to-day at St. 
James’s Palace, to hear a statement by the 
Prime Minister of Greece in regard to the 
situation in Asia Minor. Subsequently General 
Gouraud advised the Conference as to the mili- 
tary situation in Cilicia and in Asia Minor. 
The Conterence adjourned till 11 a.m. to-morrow, 
when the British, French, Italian, and Japanese 
delegations will meet at 10 Downing street.” It 
is learned that the first business of the Con- 
ference was to hear the case which the Greek 
Prime Minister desired to put forward. Broadly 
speaking his contention wag that the Greek 

ple, irrespective of party, were entirely satis- 
ied with the Treaty of Sévres. He said that the 
Greeks had carried out the task of pacifying the 
Sinyrna area, that the moral of the Greek Army 
was very high, and that the Greek peopl@ were 
absolutely united in their desire to retain what 
the Treaty gave them, and were also determined 
to make any necessary sacrifices in order to ¢om- 
plete and maintain their position. He then de- 
tailed the disposition of the Greek military 
forces, and stated that the Greeks were pre- 
pared to clear the country of Anatolia of the 
Kemalists. It is understood that the Greek 
Premier. said that they required no military 
help, but that.they did want power to raise 
funds in Allied countries, and he asked that the 
embargo against them in this respect should be 
modified. 

The Kemalist representatives arrived in lon- 
don last evening, headed by Békir Sami Bey. 
Kemal himself is apparently not coming : to 
London. The expectation is that the Supreme 
Council, after the morning sitting, will hold 
another session at St. James's Palace in the 
afternoon, when the Kemalists will put forward 
their point of view on the Turco-Greek situation, 
but the arrangements depend in gome measure 
on the convenience of the Furkish Nationalists, 
who up to last night had had no opportunity of 
consulting the Allies.

carrying out of engagements already entered 
into, he comes to London with a feeling of con- 
fidence. The decisions taken at Paris on the 
subject of reparations ahd disarmament were 
arrived at in no haphazard fashion, but were 
the result of very long ang detailed study by 
experts. The British Government has repeatedly 
said that no effort to upset the Paris decision 
will be allowed to succeed. This, of course, is 
also the French view. The French are not so 
stupid as to etrive after the impossible. Neither, 
it may be supposed, were the experts, who, at 


, the various conferences, drew up the terms on 


which Germany has to pay for what she has 
done to the world. M. Briand entertains the 
hope that in the circumstances the necessity 
will not arise to take the action which the 
various sanctions entitle the Allies to take if 
the engagements in question are not carried 
out. If, unhappily, such a course is imposed on 
the Allies, Germany will only have to blame 
herself.

ing to England and Scotland. I warned the

I warn the House 
again that they are working in the hope of 
intimidating the British people and the Go- 
vernment by revolver and torch. In this they 
are encouraged by “direct actionists’’ and 
Labour, by some of the speeches of the Labotr 
leaders, and by the speeches of Mr. Asquith. 
(Cheers.) Let me give some examples of the 
prosperity of Ireland. Thanks to the Land 
Purchase Acts, three-fifths of the farmers are 
now tenant-holders. They invariably pay their 
rent, and enjoy a prosperity of an unexampled 
character. The Irish joint stock banks have 
increased their receipis enormously—from 
seventy-four millions in 1914 to two hundred 


millions in 1920. The receipts from inland re- |: 


venue in the last nine months of 1920 were 54 
millions greater than im the corresponding 
months of 1919. Regarding creameries there 
was an increase in 1920 over 1919 in the amount 
of milk products exported from Ireland. I 
hépe that this statement ‘will reassure Mr. 
Asquith, for there is nothing more touching in 
his career than his recent solicitude for Irish 
milk. (Laughter.) The Registrar-General in- 
forms me that the death rate, including deaths 
from violende, is the lowest recorded for Ire- 
land. The birth rate has increased, and the 
marrigge rate of 1920 is the highest on record. 
URTHER RESTRICTIONS POSSIBLE. 

This business of murder and outrage 1 
carried on by a minority of young men.

A CAPTURED DUBLIN DOCUMENT. 

Sir Hamar Greenwood—Here is a memoran- 
dum captured on Saturday last from the Head- 
quarters of the Irish Republican Army. It 
deals with £20,000, which comes mosily from 
Irish-American sympathisers. Sir Hamar 
Greenwood. (continuing) said that in this docu- 
ment, under the head, “ Operations Abroad,”’ 
it said that the large scale of operations is of 
paramount ,importance. The writer feared, 
however, that the Volunteers abroad could not 
be relied on absolutely to undertake, opera- 
tions on a large scale with success, owing to 
lack of training. “Liverpool Company 
gives greater hope. Manchesjer is hopeless. 
London could do something on a small scale. 
I have no knowledge of Glasgow, but from the 
reports which have been received it is clear 
that they have no military instincts, and ap- 
parently no training. There are possibilities 
of two large companies in Newcastle-on-Tyne. 
Minor operations could well be carried out in 
Liverpool, London, and possibly in Glasgow 
and Newcastle. The follqwing operations are 
some which can be carried out, but obviously 
will require a considerable amount of prepara- 
tion:—The destruction of large ships and 
buildings by fire, and blast furnaces, possibly 
the destruction of the coal mines of the dis- 
trict, and the destruction of the telegraph and 
telephone systems of the district, the signalling 
svstem, the wrecking of trains, and the de- 
struction by fire of crops. The officer in charge 
of operations abroad should be given a free 
Mhand.

' PRUSSIAN ELECTIONS. 


— 


A Berlin telegram of Sunday’s date says :— 
The elections in Berlin to the Prussian Diet are 
proceeding perfectly quietly, and the different 
parties are limiting themselves to newspaper 
propaganda, which is, kowever, active enough. 
The Communiste are nie — particularly 
strenuously in East Berlin. he President 
(Herr Ebert) and Dr. Fehrenbach (the Char- 
cellor), ás well as other Ministers, recorded 
their votes in the polling station in the Krauser- 
strasse, which is in the district in which most 
of the Ministers reside. 

The provisional] results of the elections to 
the: Prussian Landtag ehow, for the whole 
of Prussia, a great reinforcement of the Ex- 
treme Right (German National Party), while 
the Independent Socialists have lost much 
ground in favour of the Communists, The num- 
ber of votes secured by the Right Socialists 
shows a good retovery as compared with last 
year’s elections to the Reichstag. The Right 
Socialist Party is again the strongest Party in 
Berlin. The Communists have made good pro- 
gress. The Democrats have lost considerable 
ground. The German People’s Party shows up 
less favourably. The Centre (Catholic Party) 
everywhere has held ite ground in the Prussian 
Constituent National Assembly. 

The earliest resulte of the elections to the 
Prussian Diet (says a Paris telegram) indicate 
that the gs ABC Socialists are losing 
heavily, as well as the Democrats, while the 
extreme Conservatives in Berlin are gaining 
ground. Indications from other centres also 
show that thereactionary parties, comprising 
the old military and industrial elements, are 
gaining strength.
